Raw tomatoes contain nearly one 
per cent of protein, half of one per 
cent of fat, and nearly four per 
cent of carbohydrate. 
They con­ 
tain vitamins A (linked to the fat), 
B and C. 
In preparing food for commercial 
canning, great efforts are being 
made by m anufacturers to prevent 
loss or destruction of the essential 
features of the product. 
Especially 
they have made elaborate precau­ 
tions to preserve the vitam in con­ 
tent, and have undertaken studies 
to show whether canned foods con- 
t tain vitamins or not. 
j 
The methods used to keep vita­ 
mins in canned foods are several. 
First the foods are processed In as 
fresh a state as possible. They are 
often started on the process for 
canning in a fresher state than 
when cooking Is begun in your kitch­ 
en. 
There is some loss of vitamin 
in fruits and vegetables when they 
are allowed to stand, especially if 
they are peeled. 
More im portant Is the prevention 
of oxidation 
during 
the cooking 
process. 
Heating itself does not 
seem to destroy vitamins, but heat­ 
ing when air, or strictly speaking 
when oxygen Is present, Is destruc­ 
tive.

processes the air Is removed from 
the small spaces in the fruits and 
vegetables by putting them in a
